The number of members increased by 25 por cent from 184,889 to 231,000, and 
the capital by 58 per cent from Rs. 80,65,111 to Rs, 1,24,00,000.

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‘These results are in every way satisfactory, especially in view of the fact 
that in most provinces the Registrars have sk properly discouraged any undue 
haste in the expansion of the movement, 


. 2. Almost from the beginning of the movement under the Act of 1904, in- 
stances in which that Act required amendment have been evident, and finally, 
on the recommendation of the Fourth Conference of Registrars, it was decided 
to undertake the amendment of the Act. In the course of amending it, it was 
found simpler to reconstruct it altogether, and a new Bill was introduced into 
the Viceroy’s Legislative Councilin March 1911. ‘The chief features in which 
the Bill dilfers from the existing Act are, the. classification of societies as 
socioties with unlimited and limited liability instead of as rural and urban 
societies ; the extension of the Act, to societies other than credit societies ;_ the 
permission accorded to.some societies, with unlimited liability but with share 
capital, to distribute profits; and the provision for societies of which other 
societies should be members. Some other minor alterations of policy, have, also 
been incorporated, but certain suggestions which have been at times put 
forward, such as those for allowing minor heirs to become members, for the 
abolition of the residential qualification in societies of unlimited liability, and 
for giving special powers to societies to recover loans, have not found: a ee 
in the Bill. The Bill has been published for criticism and will subsequently be 
referred to a Select Committee. 


38. A conference of Registrars—the Fifth Annual Conference—was held in 
January 1911. It was the first held away from the headquarters of the Govern- 
ment of India, and took place at Allahabad in connection with the Industrial 
Exhibition. It was attended by the Registrars of all provinces, except Burma, 
and by a number of visitors. Reports of general progress from the provinces 
showed that there was an extraordinary diversity in the lines of development 
followed in different parts of India, and not a small advantage of these confer- 
ences lies in the opportunity they afford for the experts of one province to hear 
at first hand and to enquire further about special developments evolved in other 
places. With diversities of race, tradition and custom, so great and so many as 
are to be found within British India and the Native States of India, any attempt 
at uniformity must fail. Uniformity is not to be found even in the ‘et 
countries, where the movement originated and has taken firmest hold, and 
nothing of the kind iscontemplated in India, But just as the whole movement 
was started in imitation of European models, so experience in one province of 
India will afford examples to be followed or avoided in other parts of India, 


4. Most provinces are now finding themselves able to attract sufficient 
funds without the need of State aid ; and except. in Eastern Bengal and Assam ) 
the amount of the subsidy given by the State is comparatively small. In seyeral 
provinces, notably Madras, and also in Mysore, a beginning has been made 
with co-operation other than that of credit, and if the Bill lately introduced 
becomes law an impetus will be given to these. 


5. With the increase in the number of societies the question of the consti- 
tution of central societies and unions has become one of great importance. In 
almost all the larger provinces an attempt has been made to organize some form 
of union or central bank, and a valuable report has been made by one of the 
sub-committees of the recent conference (in paraery yh 24 of the proceedings) 
which gives a brief description of the various met a which have hitherto been 
adopted in the different provinces. By financing and controlling societies such 
unions and banks will not only strengthen the position of the societies, but will 
also supply a form of management preferable to that of minute official bec 
tion. A certain degree of Government inspection and audit is inevitable, 
the case of the central societies such control will always be advisable, but. 
emphasis must again be laid on the importance of ee thet a a 
general officializing of the co-operative movement in this pee i

Burma—There was rain on the Arakan and Tenasserim coasts and in the north of 
Upper Burma. The sowing of summer rice and the reaping of spring rice have begun, 
Clearing for hill side cultivation continues. The harvesting of tobacco and of island 
crops is nearing completion. Standing crops promise well. The price of unhusked rice 
remains unchanged but is much above the normal, 


Eastern Bengal and Assam.—Fairly heavy rain has fallen at a few stations near the 
northern frontier. In the remainder of the Province light to moderate rain has fallen at 
some stations but none at others. Harvesting of spring rice is in progress and a good out- 
turn is expected. Sowing of rice and jute continues, Weeding of jute has commenced, 
Tea is doing well. Agricultural loans are being given in the Kishorganj and Sadar sub- 
divisions in the Mymensingh district towards the relief of distress caused by the destruction 
of jute and broadcast paddy by floods last year. The average price of common rice is prac+ 
tically stationary. Cattle disease is reported in Malda, the Jaintia and’ Naga Hills, 
Goalpara, Kamrup, Darrang and Sibsagar. 


Bengal.—The rainfall was heavy in Cooch Bihar. It was light in Burdwan, Bankura, 
Nadia, Jessore, Khulna, Monghyr, Purnea, Darjeeling, the Sonthal Parganas, Cuttack, 
Angul and Manbhum, There was no rain in the remaining districts. Preparation of lands 
and sowing of paddy and jute are going on but more rain is wanted in parts of Burdwan, 
the 24-Parganas, Nadia, Jessore and Pari, Threshing of spring crops still continues in 
parts of Bihar, The newly planted sugarcane crop and vegetables are doing well. The 
price of common rice has risen in Burdwan, Bankura, Midnapore, Khulna, Patna, 
Shahabad, Saran, Cuttack, Angul, Sambalpur and Singhbbum and has fallen in Nad 
Puri, Cattle disease is reported from Midnapore, Nadia, Khulna, the Sonthal Parganas, 
Pari, Sambalpur, and from all the districts of the Chota Nagpur division except Singhbhum, 
Fodder is insufficient in Monghyr and Hazaribagh, Scarcity of water is reported from - 
the latter district and also from Burdwan.

ished for general information : s

I have the honour to submit, for the information of the Government 
of India, the Annual Report of the Patent Office during the calendar year 1910. 


2. The office, at 2 Bankshall Street, Calcutta, has been in my charge except 
between 21st April and 18th October when Mr. J. W. Meares, Electrical Adviser 
to the Government of India, officiated. 


3. During the year 667 applications were made for leave to file specifications 
and 618 specifications were filed, The total number of applications under the 
present Act has been 10,872, and of specifications 8,508. Compared with 1909 
the decrease in the number of applications has been 28, but there have been 115 
more specifications filed. The amount received as continuance fees, by pay> 
ment of which existing privileges are kept in force, has decreased by Xs. 2,750 
‘but the total income of the office is beiter by Rs. 927-50. 


4 The range of inventions covered by the applications was as wide as 
usual and the predominance in the railway and textile industries still persists. 
A rather noteworthy feature of the year has been the increase in the number 
of applications under the heading of cooking ee and that is directly 
traceable to the prize offered by Mr. David Yule for the best ehula shown at the 
United Provinces Exhibition at Allahabad. 


5. Of the 667 applications made during the year, 45 related to inventions 
that primd facie did not appear to be novel. In accordance with the practice 
that is now well established the state of public knowledge was pointed out to 
the applicant, and he was given an opportunity of amending his application. 
Including 11 cases pending from the previous year, the result has been that 13 
applications were abandoned, 3 were pnts refused and leave was granted in 
27 cases, 13 being still pending. Altogether leave was granted on 493 of these 


- 667 applications during the year, 10 were rejected, 26 abandoned and 138 were 


pending on December 3st. The percentage of these questioned, rejected and 
abandoned applications is fairly constant from year to year. 327 specifications 


"were filed in respect of applications made during the year, while the balance 298

6. Exclusive privileges were kept alive after the fourth year by payment of 
sresctibed fees in 66g Cases, or 15 less than in the previous year, whilst 495, or

register, 2,822 are now in force, an increase ‘of 
end of last year.

7. One application only was made;for the extension of an exclusive privilege 
beyond the normal period of 14 years.

8. Thirty-six applications, including one held over from ‘\gog, for the regisy 
tration of designs were dealt with during the year, a decrease of fifteen as 
compared with 1909. Twenty-six of these designs were registered. One appli- 
cation was abandoned, one wes held over for consideration, and 8 were refused, 
The latter included one picture, and six labels or trade marks which cannot be 
registered under the Inventions and Designs Act. The annual number of 
applications in respect of designs has varied between 171 and 15, The relatively 
high fee of Rs. 10 is prohibitive of any marked increase and it will be teduced 
when the new Act comes into force in 1912. 


g. The work of the office has progressed satisfactorily and has been kept up 
to date during the year. One case only was referred to the law officers and 
any other expert advice that was necessary was obtained informally. The annual 
consolidated index of all inventions and designs, for which protection was 
sought or obtained during 1909, was issued early in the year. Corresponding 
volumes entitled“ Inventions and Designs,” are at this date available for the 
ears 1905 to 1910 at the price of Re. 1 each A consolidated subject-matter 
index of inventions in the years 1900 to 1908, together with a chronological list 
of applications 1900 to 1904, is also on sale at Rs. 2. 


10, Progress was made during the year under review with the Bill forthe 
amendment of the law relating to inventions and designs. The Bill after the 
sanction of the Secretary of State had been obtained, was introduced in the 
Imperial Council by the Hon'ble Mr. Robertson on a3rd_ March 1910. On 26th 

arch 1910 it was published in English in the Gasette of Indra and subsequently 
in English and in Hindustani, Telegu, Malayalam, Tamil, Kanarese, Marathi, 
Gujarathi, Urya, Hindi, Bengali, and Sindhi in the Local Gazettes. During my 
leave in England I discussed the Bill with the Comptroller General of Patents in 
View of the latest procedure under the Patents and Designs Act in the United 
Kingdom. ‘The opinions of the Local Governments were received and the Bill, 
modified in accordance therewith, was prepared before the end of the year. ‘As 
the Act has now been passed its further history may. here be given. The Bill, on 
rd January 191), was referred to a Select Committee consisting of the Hon'ble 
Mir. Syed ‘Alilmam, the Hon’ble Mr. Macpherson, the Hon’ble Mr, Graves, 
the Hon’ble Sir V. D. Thackersey, the Hon'ble Mr. Graham, the .

> Simla, the 29th May 1911, 
Review of Irrigation in India in 1909-10. 





Inigation works in India are divided into two main classes, viz., major and 
minor works, Major works are sub-divided into :— 


(a) Productive public works, the capital of which is usually provided 
from borrowed money. 

(8) Protective works, designed as a protection against famine, the capital 
of which is provided from current revenues, 


Capital and revenue accounts are kept for all major works. 


Minor works are constructed from funds provided also out of the current 
revenues of India and are sub-divided into :— 


(a) Works for which capital and revenue accounts are kept. 
(8) Works for which only revenue accounts are kept. 
(c) Works for which neither capital nor revenue accounts are kept. 


A.—Masor Works. 


I—Productive Public Works, 


2. Productive public works are expected to yield sufficient revenue ta pay 
their working expenses and the interest on the outlay expended on their construc. 
tion. No project is now sanctioned as a productive public work unless ‘it can be 
shown beyond reasonable doubt that on full development it will fulfil these cons - 
ditions. But the same standard did not obtain in former years, and thus it has 
happened that several irrigation works which were tinanced from borrowed 
capital, are not remunerat ‘ive, here are 13 such works, viz., four in Bengal, 

seven in the Deccan and Gujarat, and two in Madras, They are still retained 
on the list of productive works, but expenditure against their capital 
account is now charged against the current revenues of India, The total loss on 
these 18 works has execeded 10} crores. But though ‘they have proyed financial 
failures in the ordinary commercial sense, they have been indirectly of great 
value in securing large ‘areas of cultivation against the vicissitudes of the 
‘seasons. 


3. Tho remaining works in operation, 40 in number, satisly produc. 
tive conditions. These works paid collectively 10:36 per cent on their capital 
outlay cing the year; while the surplus revenue, after paying interest 
charges, which they had contributed to the general revenues of the country up 
to ‘the. ‘end of 1909-10, amounted to 36 crores of rupees against 30} rr

Lower Chenab canal irrigated 2,212,699 acres and earned a gross revenue 
Re, 1,01,84,434, ‘These figures are respectively 11 and 20 per cont in excess 
the previous record for this canal ; and this is tho first time in the history of 
irrigation in India in which a single canal bas irrigated in one year more than 
two million acres, and carned a gross revenue of more than a crore) of rupees. — 
Taking the productive works in the Punjab asa whole there was an improvement 
on the results recorded in the review for 1908-09. During the past two years the 
working expenses of the Indus inundation canals have exceeded the gros 
revenue, with the resuié that the profit earned by the system is now re- 
esented by a minus quantity, The heavy maintenance charges which it 
s been necessary to incur on these canals are due -to serious damage: 
cansed by floods, and are not necessarily ofa recurring nature, 


&. In the United Provinees, the timely and well distributed rainfall in 
both seasons reduced the demand for canal irrigation ; the area irrigated and the 
revenue assessed were consequently less than in the provious year, Rich 
harvests were reaped, which greatly benefited the cultivating community after 
the years of drought and scarcity recently experienced, The supplies in the 
canals were generally equal to the demand, 





G. In Madras the figures relating to the acreage under irrigation do not 
differ materially from those of the previous year, There is however a decrease 
of about two lakhs in the net revenue during the year as compared with the 
last. In. this Prosidency the financial results of the productive works taken as 
a whole are seriously affected by the poor results of the Kurnool-Cuddapah 
canal, the capital cost of which exceeds 2} crores of rupees while the area 
irrigated during the year was 70,130 as compared with 64,586 acres in the 
previous year, Thenet revenue realised amounted to Rs, 47,424 only, repre- 
senting but 0-21 per cent on the capital outlay. 


7. In Sind the rainfall is negligible and cultivators are therefore obliged to 
depend entirely upon canal irrigation, The canals, being of the inundation class, 
are in turn dependent upon the height and duration of the floods in the Indus 
during the irrigating season. The year under review wasa prosperous one for 
the cultivators, although the ares of irrigation was somewhat less than that 
attained in the previous year. Rice is a favourite crop when water is plentiful 
and the year being one of good inundation, the area of rice crop execeded the 4 
combined area of the standard fond grains, vic, Juari and Bajri. Tho net 
revenue realised exceeded that of the previous year by nearly a lakh of rupees. 


8. In Bombay (Decein And Gujarat) rice irrigation is largely carried | 
out by the people without the, aid of Government works, and the canal 
works aro limited in scope in comparison with those of other provinces, Tho 
aren irrigated in the period covered by this review amounted to 51,672 acres as 
compared with 37,314 acres in the previous year.

12. "There were in operation in the year under review 20 protective works 
which together irrigated a total of 308,057 acres. ‘The majority are small tank 
svorkssituated inthe Central Provinces, where irrigation is still in an early stage 
of development. .'The works in the Central Provinces were sanctioned as expe- 
rimental works, in accordance with the recommendations of the Irrigation 
Commission, to test how far the people were willing to resort to irrigation for 
the maturing of their crops and what water rates they were cea to pay. 
The results obtained are very gratifying and show that the people are beginnin; 
to realise the great advantages of irrigation. In the year 1908-09 the rainfall 
there was above the average while in the year under review it was deficient. 
‘The area irrigated in the Central Provinces during 1909-10 was 24,717 acres 
against 25,413 acres in the previous year. The average water rate paid during 
the year on these works was Rs. 1:56 per sere, Particulars of all protective 
works are given in Statements 1V, V and Vi.

The net revenue paid by works of this category during the year under 
review amounted to Rs. 20,21,307 (excluding navigation canals) or a return 
of 7-99 per cent on the capital outlay, against 795 per cent in the previous 
eyear, Nearly all the minor works jn Sind return exceptionally high percentages; 

ut as some large projects, with which it js intended to amalgamate them are 
under consideration, their transfer to major works has been postponed for the 
present. 4 

Excluding the area shown ander Barma, viz., 452,658 acres, which is not 
under irrigation, but represents the area of cu:tivation on lands reclaimed by 
river flood embankments, the area irrigated by minor_ irrigation works during 
1909-10 was 1,427,188 acres against 1,511,093 acres in the previous year.

Burma —The rainfall was‘heavy on the Tenasserim coast, light in the dry zone and 
“moderate elsewhere. Ploughing for winter rice in Lower Burma is proceeding as usual. 
In Upper Burma ploughing for autumn rice, sowing of sesamum arid cotton and reaping of - 
summer rie have begun. ‘The 'price of unhusked rice remains high in Lower Burma. 


Eastern Bengal and Assam.— The rainfall was moderate in the Assam Valley districts. 
In the remainder of the Province the fall was heavy in places and moderate elsewhere. 
Excessive rain has cattsed some damage to standing crops in parts of Dacca, Myménsingh 
and Tippera, Teas doing well. ‘The condition of the silk worm is good. Land is being 
prepared for transplantation of winter rice. Harvesting of early autumn rice is going” on. 
The average price of common rice shows a tendency to rise, Cattle disease prevails in 
Mymensingh, Backarganj, Cachar, the.Naga Hills, Goalpara, Kamrup, Dartang, Nowgong 
and Sibsagar.

Bengal.—The rainfall was general all over the Province, The fall was very heavy in 
Cooch Behat, Cuttack, Balasore, Angul, Puri; Birbhum, Midnapore, Hooghly, the 
24-Parganas, Nadia and Murshidabad and generally moderate in the rest of the Province, 
Preparation of lands for sowing of paddy and weeding of jute continue. Prospects of 
standing crops are good. The price of common rice has risen in Bankura, Murshidabad, 
Jessore, Purnea, the Sonthal Parganas, Ranchi and Manbhim and has ‘been stationary in 
the remaining districts. Cattle disease is reported from Midnapore, Howrah, Nadia, 
Darbhanga, the Sonthal Parganas, Sambalpur, Hazaribagh, Ranchi and Palamau. The 
fodder and water-supply is sufficient throughout the Province. : 


United Provinces.—Rain averaging about 1 inch fell in the Himalayan and eastern 
submontane districts and light showers in other submontane districts and Bundelkhand.
